Senior Citizen's Home 
gets renovated in its 
^senior'years! 


SAVANETA -The “senior” 
building of Maris Stella in 
Savaneta, which has been 
serving as a senior citizens 
home, built in 1954, and 
serving seniors since 1970, is 
finally getting renovated after 
more than 40 years....in its 
“senior” years! 

Work on the home will 
commence in August and is 
expected to take one year to 
be completed. The Londo De- 
saroyo Aruba (PDA) will in¬ 
ject some 4 million Florins in 
the renovation of the build¬ 
ing. Work will be carried out 
by the well-experienced BO- 
HAMA company. This reno¬ 
vation project once complete, 
will create about 90 new 
rooms for the care of our sen¬ 
ior citizens. 

As mentioned earlier, the 
building was built back in 
1954 and around 1970 Sister 
Leonie converted it into a Se¬ 
nior Citizens Home. They 
later constructed a new sec¬ 


tion to accommodate more 
seniors in the home. After the 
construction and adaptation 
of the building, it never re¬ 
ceived any maintenance 
whatsoever all these more 
than 40 years! 

About two years ago, 
DOW had to condemn the 
original section of the build¬ 
ing and SABA (the founda¬ 
tion managing the home) was 
obliged to evacuate 34 sen¬ 
iors and move them to the 
San Pedro de Verona home in 
Oranjestad. Hence, the Maris 
Stella Home had to reduce 
the amount of seniors from 
98 to 64 who could live in the 
home. 

After many months of ne¬ 
gotiations and preparation, 
the government has suc¬ 
ceeded in procuring funding 
for the total project and the 
FDA has budgeted 4 million 
Florins for the total renova¬ 
tion of the home.

Serbia arrests last war 


Petraeus warns of 
deteriorating US-Pakistan 

relations 



PARIS. (AFP) - US General 
David Petraeus admitted 
Wednesday there was no op¬ 
tion but to work on troubled 
relations with Pakistan, days 
after standing down from his 
job at the helm of coalition 
forces in Afghanistan. 

Speaking in Paris on his 
way to his new job as CIA 
chief, the most celebrated mil¬ 
itary leader of his generation 
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said Afghanistan's 
neighbour wanted to 
eliminate Al-Qaeda 
and Taliban militants 
but was struggling. 

"They'll be the first 
to say that there are 
limits to how much 
they can do," said the 
man who headed the 
United States' longest- 
running war for the 
last year, with less ter¬ 
ritory controlled by 
militants today but civilian 
deaths up. 

Petraeus said Pakistani 
anti-militant operations have 
been impressive but they 
"clearly need further effort to 
deal with some of the other el¬ 
ements, like the Qaeda net¬ 
work in North Waziristan and 
the Taliban in Baluchistan". 

"This relationship is in a 
difficult stage," Petraeus said, 
blaming WikiLeaks revela¬ 
tions, the arrest of CIA agent 
Raymond Davis as well as the 
killing by US forces of Al- 
Qaeda kingpin Osama Bin 


Laden in Pakistan in May. 

He said it was believable 
that Pakistani intelligence did 
not know that Bin Laden was 
hiding out in Abbottobad, 
home to much of the Pakistani 
military establishment, when 
he was killed there. 

Petraeus oversaw a surge 
of tens of thousands of troops 
into Afghanistan in a last-ditch 
bid to reverse a nearly 10-year 
Taliban insurgency and repeat 
the success of a similar surge 
he masterminded in Iraq. 

But with Taliban leaders 
not currently wanting to join 
the political process in 
Afghanistan, Petraeus said US 
and Afghan authorities should 
work on what he said was mil¬ 
itants' creeping dissatisfaction 
with their commanders 

Despite wanting to im¬ 
prove relations with Pakistan, 
Petraeus is likely in his new 
job as CIA chief, which he 
starts in September, to escalate 
the United States' covert drone 
war against militants in Pak¬ 
istan. 


British tourist shot dead 
on Venezuelan island 


CARACAS. (AFP) - A British 
tourist was shot dead on the 
Venezuelan resort island of 
Margarita after resisting a rob¬ 
bery attempt by four people at 
his hotel, authorities said 
Wednesday. 

According to the statement, 
Thomas Ossel, 28, of London 
was shot several times Monday 
night after refusing to surren¬ 
der his valuables to the rob¬ 
bers. 

Ossel's brother, Jack, 21, 
was wounded in the back with 
a knife during the attack as he 
tried to defend his brother. 

Witnesses said four people 
posing as tourists looking for a 


room at the Casa Rosa Inn first 
subdued the innkeepers, then, 
armed with a pistol, began 
moving from room to room 
seeking money and valuables 
from the guests. 

When the assailants entered 
the room where the two broth¬ 
ers were staying, they refused 
to surrender their valuables and 
Thomas Ossel was shot repeat¬ 
edly. 

Local prosecutors said the 
suspects were able to flee the 
scene before the police arrived. 

Margarita is a major 
Venezuelan tourist destination, 
although in the last year, four 
tourists have died there. 


crimes fugitive Hadzic 



BELGRADE.(AFP) - Serbia 
on Wednesday arrested Goran 
Hadzic, the one-time Croatian 
Serb rebel leader accused of 
overseeing mass murder and 
the last remaining fugitive 
wanted by the UN war crimes 
court in The Hague. 

Hadzic, 52, faces 14 counts 
of crimes against humanity 
and war crimes for the murder 
of hundreds of civilians and 
the deportation of tens of thou¬ 
sands of Croats by troops 
under his command during the 
1991-95 Croatian war. 

The European Union hailed 
the arrest as an "important" 
step forward in Serbia's bid for 
EU membership while Serbian 
President Boris Tadic said it 


was the end of a "difficult" 
chapter in Belgrade's dealings 
with The Hague court. 

The United States said his 
arrest was a "milestone for the 
UN war crimes tribunal for the 
former Yugoslavia and an op¬ 
portunity for justice". 

Within hours of the arrest, a 
pale Hadzic was brought be¬ 
fore Serbia's national war 
crimes court in Belgrade, 
which ruled he could be extra¬ 
dited to The Hague. His 
lawyer, Toma Fila, said he 
would not lodge an appeal and 
that Hadzic could be trans¬ 
ferred within the next few 
days. 

Hadzic's arrest comes less 
than two months after Serbian 
authorities finally captured 
wartime Bosnian Serb com¬ 
mander Ratko Mladic, the UN 
court's most wanted fugitive. 

He is wanted for the mas¬ 
sacre by Croatian Serb troops 
under his command of 250 
Croats and other non-Serbs 
taken from a hospital in Vuko- 
var after the city fell to Serbian 
troops following a three-month 
siege in November 1991. 


New sex claims stir up 
Strauss-Kahn scandal 


PARIS. (AFP) - The scandal 
over attempted rape charges 
against Dominique Strauss- 
Kahn deepened Wednesday 
after the mother of one of his 
accusers revealed she had her¬ 
self previously had sex with 
him. 

Anne Mansouret, an 
elected official in Strauss- 
Kahn's Socialist party, was 
quoted by several French 
media talking of a sexual en¬ 
counter with him in 2000 in an 
office of the OECD economic 
body where he worked at the 
time. 

Mansouret, 65, confirmed 
in Wednesday's edition of the 
daily Liberation there was an 


incident in the OECD office 
but declined to give details 
and said it had only happened 
once. 

B anon,Mansouret’s daugh¬ 
ter accuses Strauss-Kahn of 
trying to rape her in 2003 as 
she tried to interview him for 
a book. Mansouret has admit¬ 
ted she discouraged her 
daughter from bringing 
charges for fear Banon's jour¬ 
nalism career would suffer. 

Strauss-Kahn’s New York 
case has derailed his electoral 
hopes as previously favourite 
to beat President Nicolas 
Sarkozy in the 2012 presiden¬ 
tial election.

Venezuela tops world oil reserves 


BOGOTA, Colombia - - 
Venezuela’s proven oil re¬ 
serves have surpassed Saudi 
Arabia’s for the first time, 
making it the most oil-rich 
nation in the world, accord¬ 
ing to the Organization of Pe¬ 
troleum Exporting Countries. 

In its 2010-2011 Annual 
Statistical Bulletin, OPEC 
said Venezuela’s proven oil 
reserves spiked 40 percent in 
2010 to reach 297 billion bar¬ 
rels. Saudi Arabia, the long¬ 
time leader in the category, 
had 265 billion barrels of 
proven reserves, according to 
the online report, which will 


be published in November. 

During his 12 years in of¬ 
fice, President Hugo Chavez 
has used the nation’s oil 
wealth and the state run 
PD VS A oil company to fi¬ 
nance his “21st Century So¬ 
cialism” and bankroll 
projects in allied countries 
such as Cuba, Haiti, Bolivia 
and Nicaragua. 

The new reserves are 
being fueled by finds in the 
existing fields of Barcelona, 
Maracaibo and Barinas, as 
well as off-shore projects and 
in the Orinoco, Venezuela’s 
Ministry of Communication 


and Information. 

But the figures are also a 
matter of debate. About one- 
third of Venezuela’s reserves 
are extra heavy crude, which 
is difficult to extract and only 
economically feasible to re¬ 
cover when the long-term 
price of oil is above about 
$70 a barrel, said Jorge 
Pinon, a research fellow at 
Florida International Univer¬ 
sity and the former President 
of Amoco Latin America. 

The cash-strapped 

PD VS A may have trouble 
raising the funds to tap that 
oil, he said. 


US heartland suffers under killer 
heat, humidity 


CHICAGO, Illinois (AFP) - 
A searing heatwave brought 
summer misery to the Amer¬ 
ican heartland and caused 
more than a dozen deaths as 
it blanketed up to 17 US 
states in soaring temperatures 
and oppressive humidity. 

The weather is responsible 
for at least 13 deaths in the 
central United States, which 
has seen a string of days with 
temperatures topping 100 de¬ 
grees Fahrenheit (37.7 Cel¬ 
sius), according to officials. 

The heat has been coupled 
with near record humidity — 
a miserable combination that 
forecasters said would persist 
into next week. 

A National Weather Serv¬ 
ice spokesman told AFP that 
more than 1,000 heat records 
had been broken across the

New 

superbug 
deaths in 
Rotterdam 
hospital 

ROTTERDAM, The Nether¬ 
lands — Four patients in the 
Maasstad Hospital in Rotter¬ 
dam died after contracting the 
multiple resistant bacteria the 
hospital has been battling since 
September. 

The bacteria is an oxa-48 
producing Klebsiella pneumo¬ 
niae. Oxa-48 is the name of the 
enzyme which makes the bac¬ 
teria resistant against practi¬ 
cally all antibiotics. 

So far, 70 patients have 
been infected, 25 of whom 
have since died. 

A commission led by Lei¬ 
den University Professor Evert 
de Jonge has launched an in¬ 
vestigation into the files of all 
deceased patients to determine 
to what extent the bacteria was 
responsible for their deaths. 
The recent deaths are proof 
that a series of measures taken 
over the past few weeks to 
bring the outbreak under con¬ 
trol have failed. 

The Maasstad Hospital ini¬ 
tially kept quiet about the 
Klebsiella pneumoniae infec¬ 
tion and allegedly did not take 
adequate measures to address 
the situation until after the 
health inspectorate forced it to 
do so. 

The National Institute for 
Public Health and the Environ¬ 
ment has sent experts to assist 
the Maasstad Hospital doctors.

RIM loses PlayBook 
exec to Samsung 

As RIM engages in lay¬ 
offs, weathers investor crit¬

TOKYO — Japanese bio en¬ 
gineers have succeeded in 
growing a tooth from cells 
implanted into a mouse kid¬ 
ney, using a technique that 
could create replacement or¬ 
gans faster than previously 
tested methods. 

Biologists have previously 
cultivated teeth in a labora¬ 
tory and successfully trans¬ 
planted them into the jaws of 
mice, but Japanese re¬ 
searchers have hailed the lat¬ 
est development as offering 
much faster growth rates. 

The latest method "saves 
about 10 days" compared to 
earlier techniques, said Tokyo 
University of Science profes¬ 
sor Takashi Tsuji, who led the 
research. 

"It is our first step towards 
the goal — to regenerate or¬ 
gans that could replace dam¬ 
aged or lost ones," he said. 

"We still haven't got to the 
point where it can be used for

The cells reacted to each 
other and started growing 
into tissues to create a real 
tooth. 

The researchers then 
wrapped the "seed" in a tiny 
piece of plastic and implanted 
it in a mouse's kidney, where 
it grew to form a tooth, the 
study showed. 

When the tooth was sub¬ 
stantially developed, they 
transplanted it to another 
mouse's gums, confirming it 
could adapt to the oral envi¬ 
ronment and connect to 
nerves and blood vessels as if 
it was a real tooth, it said. 

The mouse would feel 
pain and stimulation because 
the regenerative tooth func¬ 
tions just like a real tooth, the 
researchers said. 

The researchers hope that 
scientists will eventually be 
able to use the technique to 
develop fully functioning 
bio-engineered organs that 
can replace lost or damaged 
organs following disease, in¬ 
jury or aging.

Gays: Drug study 
sees up to 92-percent 
cut in HIV risk

Science has delivered on 
HIV prevention. Now what? 


ROME, Italy (AFP)- Scientists 
on Wednesday wrapped up 
their biggest forum in the 30- 
year history of AIDS, unveil¬ 
ing stunning weapons to 
prevent the spread of HIV. 

But getting these impres¬ 
sive prototypes to the battle¬ 
field will take time. Not all 
may be suitable. And deploy¬ 
ing them will need massive 
funding at a time of AIDS fa¬ 
tigue. 

"Now it's up to the donors 
and the policymakers, with 
WHO (World Health Organi¬ 
sation) backup, to grab this 
epidemic by the horns and fi¬ 
nally turn it around," said Eric 
Goemaere of Medecins Sans 
Frontieres (Doctors Without 
Borders). 

The four-day conference in 
Rome will be remembered for 
these findings: 

~ TREATMENT AS PRE¬ 
VENTION: Experts have long 
suspected that giving antiretro¬ 
viral drugs to an HIV-infected 
person not only saves them 
from the death sentence of 
AIDS. It also ratchets down 
the virus to such low levels 
that the patient becomes a far 
smaller risk for infecting oth¬ 
ers with the human immunod¬ 
eficiency virus (HIV). 

~ PRE-EXPOSURE PRO¬ 
PHYLAXIS: Known by its 
acronym as PrEP, this means 
giving antiretrovirals protec¬ 
tively to the non-infected part¬ 
ner, as opposed to the infected 
partner. 

The risk of HIV transmission 
falls by up to 73 percent, ac-

cording to new trials reported 
in Rome. 

But PrEP is likely to remain a 
niche rather than mainstream 
strategy, at least for now. 

- CIRCUMCISION: Efforts 
in Africa to promote male cir¬ 
cumcision, which reduces the 
risk of HIV infection for men 
by 60 percent, were given a 
powerful boost by three stud¬ 
ies. 

New cases of HIV among men 
plunged by 76 percent after a 
circumcision programme was 
launched in a South African 
township. Had no circumci¬ 
sions been carried out, new in¬ 
fections among the overall 
population would have been 
58 percent greater. 

- QUEST FOR CURE: This 
once-unimaginable goal is 


WASHINGTON.(AFP) - US 
First Lady Michelle Obama 
on Wednesday teamed up with 
major food retailers to launch 
an attack on "food deserts" as 
a key part of the US battle to 
bring down childhood obesity. 

"We can give people all the 
information and advice in the 
world about healthy eating 
and exercise, but if parents 
can't buy the food they need to 
prepare those meals because 
their only options for gro¬ 
ceries are the gas station or the 
local minimart, then all that is 
just talk," Obama said. 

Many US inner cities are 
"food deserts," or areas where 
shops selling healthful foods 
are rare or expensive, and res¬ 
idents, many of them poor, 
live on cheap processed meals 
and sugary drinks, which pile 
on the pounds while providing 
scant nutritional benefits. 

On Wednesday, major food 
retailers including Wal-Mart, 
Supervalu supermarkets and 
Walgreen's, pledged to open 
more than 1,500 shops over 
the next five years to sell 
fresh, nutritious foods in com- 


now firmly on the scientific 
agenda. 

The idea is to attack the virus 
in "reservoirs", where it re¬ 
treats after being suppressed 
by drugs.

TOKYO. (AFP)- The number 
of incidents recorded in the 
12-month period surged by a 
record 12,090 to 55,152, the 
Ministry of Health, Labour 
and Welfare said. 

The figures did not includ¬ 
ing cases for the two prefec¬ 
tures of Miyagi and 
Fukushima which were unable 
to collect data. 

There were 43,062 cases of 
child abuse reported in the 
previous year in areas outside 
the disaster-hit region, repre¬ 
senting a 28.1 percent in¬ 
crease. 

A ministry official attrib¬ 
uted the sharp increase to 
"growing public awareness," 
saying that more people were 
reporting reporting possible 
abuse cases to consultation 
centres, Kyodo News agency 
reported.

The overall findings, pub¬ 
lished last November, found 
that use of a drug called Tru- 
vada reduced HIV infections 
by 44 percent compared with 
a dummy pill, also called a 
placebo. 

The new study looked at a 
sub-set of men who had the 
highest concentrations of the 
drug in their blood - a telltale 
that they had been highly dis¬ 
ciplined about taking the pill 
and that their system had also 
absorbed it better. 

In this smaller group, the 
risk of HIV transmission was 
92 percent lower compared to 
counterparts who took the 
placebo. 

The study was conducted 
among 2,499 men, including 
29 transgendered women, be¬ 
tween the ages of 18 and 67 
who were sexually active with 
other men but were not in¬ 
fected with HIV. 

Research was carried out 
from July 2007 to December 
2009 in Brazil, Ecuador, Peru, 
South Africa, Thailand and the 
United States. 

A total of 100 HIV infec¬ 
tions were recorded among the 
participants during the nearly 
three-year-long clinical study. 

Of those, 36 were recorded 
among the 1,251 Truvada 
group and 64 among the 1,248 
in the placebo group, showing 
that the drug reduced the risk 
of infection by 43.8 percent. 

Tested among heterosexu¬ 
als, PrEP showed a reduction 
in infection risk of up to 73 
percent, according to studies 
presented in Rome.

Dollar falls amid US 
debt-limit standoff 


Oil prices climb as 
US crude stocks dive 
while US stocks slip as 
markets await debt 



NEW YORK.(AFP) - The dol¬ 
lar slumped on Wednesday as 
markets awaited a resolution 
to the debt-ceiling standoff in 
Washington, while the euro 
rose amid hopes for a produc¬ 
tive eurozone summit in Brus¬ 
sels this week. 

The dollar was trading for 
$1.4212 against the euro at 
2100 GMT in New York on 
Wednesday, compared to 
$1.4150 late on Tuesday. 

The greenback also weak¬ 
ened against the Japanese yen, 
trading for 78.77 yen, down 
from 79.21 a day earlier. 

US President Barack 
Obama was set to meet with 


opposition Republican lead¬ 
ers late Wednesday to seek a 
compromise solution to the 
debt-limit impasse, which 
could provoke a US govern¬ 
ment default if it is not re¬ 
solved. 

Obama has warned of eco¬ 
nomic "Armageddon” if the 
United States defaults on its 
debt and has urged Democ¬ 
rats and Republicans to work 
together to forge a deal on 
raising the government's 
$14.29 trillion debt ceiling. 

The White House has said 
Congress should approve a 
deal by Friday in order for the 
legislation to take effect by 
August 2, when the US Treas¬ 
ury says it could be forced to 
default unless it can borrow 
more money. 

"If Friday comes to pass 
with no major news, we could 
see panic selling of US dol¬ 
lars," said Kathy Fien, director 
of currency research at GFT. 

"The greenback traded 
lower against all of the major

currencies today while stocks 
held steady in anticipation of 
the big-event risks scheduled 
for the next 48 hours." 

Meanwhile, eurozone lead¬ 
ers are set to gather for an 
emergency summit on the 
Greek debt crisis in Brussels 
on Thursday, and the euro 
climbed amid hopes that 
progress would be made at the 
summit, analysts said. 

"Speculation of some 
agreement has helped lift the 
euro, peripheral bonds and 
generally has underpinned the 
risk appetite in recent days," 
said Marc Chandler, head of 
currency strategy at Brown 
Brothers Harriman. 

The dollar weakened 
against the Swiss franc on 
Wednesday, falling to 0.8195 
francs in late trading in New 
York from 0.8240 a day ear¬ 
lier. 

It also lost ground against 
the British pound, weakening 
to $1.6147 against the pound 
from $1.6132 on Tuesday. 



NEW YORK (AFP) - Oil 
prices rose on Wednesday as 
news of declining US crude 
inventories signaled strength¬ 
ening energy demand in the 
world's largest economy. 

New York’s main contract, 
West Texas Intermediate light, 
sweet crude for August deliv¬ 
ery, gained 64 cents to close at 
$98.14 a barrel in its last day 
of trade.

"We get the impression 
that the US is getting closer to 
a possible solution on the US 
debt ceiling. The market is 
also optimistic about the 
prospect for a European deal 
as well."said Bart Melek, head 
of commodity strategy for TD 
Securities.

E U seeks to tighten banking rules 


BRUSSEFS. (AFP)- The Eu¬ 
ropean Commission unveiled 
new banking rules Wednesday 
that would force banks to raise 
more capital and threaten sanc¬ 
tions to prevent risks that 
could trigger a new financial 
crisis. 

The EU's executive arm 
unveiled a raft of measures to 
strenghthen the resilience of 
the 27-nation bloc's 8,200

G20 nations, the world's 
developped and emerging 
powers, are required to gradu¬ 
ally begin applying the Basel 
III rules on bank capital from 
2013. 


European lenders, which 
account for 53 percent of 
global banking sector assets, 
will have to triple their core 
capital ratio, raising 460 bil¬ 
lion euros by 2019, Barnier 
said. They could also do this 
by setting aside part of their 
profits. 

The commission proposed 
that EU financial supervisors 
be given new powers to moni¬ 
tor banks more closely and im¬ 
pose sanctions when they 
detect higher risk. A regulator 


could for example force banks 
to limit credit when a bubble 
emerges. 

The supervisors would 
have the ability to impose fines 
amounting to 10 percent of a 
bank's annual turnover, or tem¬ 
porarily suspend the activities 
of certain board members, if it 
fails to respect the new rules. 

The Basel rules require 
banks to hold higher core cap¬ 
ital reserves, raising them to 
the equivalent of 7.0 percent of 
the loans they give to clients, 
from a current 2.0 percent.

Parents Guide to 
Skin Protection 


-It's important to protect your 
children's skin from the damag¬ 
ing effects of the sun. No matter 
what they're doing or what time 
of year it is, if they are outdoors, 
they need to be protected. 

Aruba is one of the places 
in the world where the sun is 
the strongest. Located only 
12.5 degrees north of the equa¬ 
tor, the sun shines with maxi¬ 
mum strength and penetrates 
the atmosphere with a maxi¬ 
mum amount of UV rays. 
What most people don’t know 
on water and sand, which 
means that even in the shade 
you need protection. 

Protecting the skin from the 
sun during childhood and ado¬ 
lescence is important in reduc¬ 
ing cancer risks later in life. By 
building safe sun habits into 
your family's daily routine, 
you will make your children 
understand and get used to 
being protected against the sun 
and they will become more 
aware of the harmful effects it 
can have to their skin. Parents 
should take the lead by giving 
the good example; children 
will respond better when they 
see their parents protecting 
their skin as well. 

Important recommendations: 

• Wear protective cloth¬ 
ing when out in the sun.

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Space shuttles will soon be 
museum pieces 



CAPE CANAVERAL. (AFP) 
- The end of the US space 
shuttle program brings the 
start of a new chapter for the 
remaining orbiters, which will 
soon take up residence as mu¬ 
seum pieces in Florida, Vir¬ 
ginia, California and New 
York. 

Discovery, the oldest space 
shuttle of the fleet, will land at 
the Steven F. Udvar Hazy 
Center, a branch of the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution's National 
Air and Space museum in Vir¬ 
ginia, NASA announced in 
April. 

Atlantis, the final shuttle to 
fly in space, will make its per¬ 
manent home at Florida’s 
Kennedy Space Center, host 
of repeated shuttle launches in 
the past three decades. 

Endeavour will come 
home to roost at the California 
Science Center in Los Ange¬ 
les. 

The prototype Enterprise, 
which never actually flew in 
space, will be sent to New 
York for display on a US air¬ 
craft carrier docked off Man¬ 


hattan, the USS Intrepid Sea, 
Air & Space Museum. 

"Each shuttle has stories to 
be told, history to be shared," 
said NASA chief Charles 
Bolden when the designations 
were first announced earlier 
this year. 

The question of where the 
shuttles would be displayed 
prompted a flurry of specula¬ 
tion, as curators and lawmak¬ 
ers lobbied for the surge in 
tourists eager for an up-close 
look at the journeyed space¬ 
craft. 

NASA's hefty $28 million 
price tag did little to dampen 
excitement and competition 
among nearly two dozen po¬ 
tential tourist spots and muse¬ 
ums clamoring to house a 
piece of space history. 

Those who missed out, in¬ 
cluding Texas, the home of 
Johnson Space Center and 
NASA's mission control, were 
vocal in their disappointment. 

Texas Senator Kay Bailey 
Hutchison called the news 
"deeply disheartening," and 
said it was "unthinkable that 


the home of human space 
flight would not represent the 
ideal home for a retired or- 
biter. 

NASA said a series of 
shuttle artifacts that would be 
spread nationwide, including 
shuttle simulators for the 
Adler Planetarium in Chicago 
and Texas A&M's Aerospace 
Engineering Department. 

Johnson Space Center in 
Houston would also get flight 
deck pilot and commander 
seats, NASA said. 

For those who have 
worked closely with the shut¬ 
tles, the thought of sending 
them off to new homes has 
been hard, and so has the 
prospect of 8,000 workers in 
the area around Cape 
Canaveral losing their jobs as 
the shuttle program ends. 

"We have taken care of 
Discovery — for me it has 
been the past 11 years that I 
have been part of this team," 
Stephanie Stilson, shuttle 
transition and retirement flow 
director, told AFP last month. 


Clint Eastwood, aka 'Dirty Harry,' 
honors US cops 



WASHINGTON. (AFP) - 
Movie icon Clint Eastwood, 
who once reveled in the role of 
hard-bitten San Francisco cop 
"Dirty" Harry Callahan, has 
paid a stirring tribute to US 
law enforcement officers. 

Accepting to be honorary 
chairman of a National Law 
Enforcement Officers Mu¬ 
seum in Washington that plans 


to open its doors at the end 
of 2013, Eastwood, 81, 
said the project was "long 
overdue" and "richly de¬ 
served." 

"On average, an officer 
is killed in the line of duty 
somewhere in America 
every 53 hours. Some 
60,000 officers a year are 
assaulted resulting in 
16,000 injuries," East- 
wood said in a written 
statement. 

'Yet, despite those daunt¬ 
ing risks, some 800,000 men 
and women go out every day 
to serve and protect us. I am 
deeply honored to help tell 
their heroic story of service 
and sacrifice." 

The museum said East- 
wood had lent his Dirty Harry 
image to help raise funds for 
the project, which will be near 


an existing memorial paying 
tribute to the 19,298 police of¬ 
ficers killed in the line of duty 
since 1791. 

Construction of the mu¬ 
seum, which will house ex¬ 
hibits reflecting the work of 
law enforcement, past and 
present, began at the end of 
2010. A "Hall of Remem¬ 
brance" will honor the fallen. 

Some $43 million of the es¬ 
timated $80 million cost of the 
project has already been col¬ 
lected, according to the mu¬ 
seum. 

Eastwood made his name 
in Sergio Leone's "spaghetti 
westerns" but cemented his 
Hollywood stardom by play¬ 
ing inspector Harry Callahan 
in five films during the 1970s 
and 1980s. He is now also a 
two-time Oscar-winning direc¬ 
tor

Bin Hammam cries foul over FIFA corruption charges 


PARIS (AFP) - Embattled 
former Asian Football Con¬ 
federation (AFC) president 
Mohamed bin Hammam has 
pointed a finger at his accus¬ 
ers as he prepares for a FIFA 
corruption hearing in Zurich 
beginning on Friday. 

The 62-year-old Qatari 
has been suspended since 
May following allegations 
that he attempted to bribe 
Caribbean football officials 
to vote for him in the FIFA 
presidential election. 


On Friday he will go be¬ 
fore FIFA's ethics committee 
to learn his fate, but in a per¬ 
sonal blog post written on 
Wednesday he asked: "Does 
it not surprise anyone that, al¬ 
though I have been sus¬ 
pended for the last seven 
weeks... for allegedly bribing 
individuals, none of those 
who it is claimed received 
those alleged inducements 
have faced similar action?" 
wrote Bin Hammam. 

"Why was the FIFA ethics 


committee in such a hurry to 
suspend me before the FIFA 
election took place, and then 
begin to search for evidence 
to find if I am guilty or not? 

"With just a few days to 
go before my hearing, there 
can be no doubt that there has 
been a campaign waged 
within certain quarters to en¬ 
sure that I am seen to be 
guilty and eliminated from 
football in the court of public 
opinion, even before my 
hearing has started."

'Blade Runner” Pistorius a step closer to 
Olympics 



PARIS (AFP) - Double am¬ 
putee track sensation Oscar 
Pistorius has taken a step 
closer to taking part in the 
London Olympics next year 
after clocking a qualifying 
time of 45.07 seconds for the 
400 metres. 

The South African known 
as the "Blade Runner", who 
runs with carbon fibre pros¬ 
thetic running blades, fin¬ 
ished clear of the field in 


Lignano, Italy, on Tuesday as 
he smashed his personal best 
of 45.61sec. 

Importantly, he dipped 
under the crucial 45.25sec 
qualifying mark, meaning the 
24-year-old four-time Para¬ 
lympic gold medallist will 
become the first amputee 
sprinter to compete at the 
World Championships which 
get under way in Daegu, 
South Korea, on August 27. 

"Needed a 45.25 A stan¬ 
dard, ran a 45.07sec!" Pisto¬ 
rius said on his Twitter 
account, singling out coach 
Ampie Louw for thanks. 

"Thank you to my team, 
Ampie especially. 

"Feels kind of surreal to 
have an A-qualification time 
in the bag for next year's 
Olympic Games. 

"Thank you all for your 
support. 

He added: "Can't sleep I'm 
so happy. I have a dumb 
smile that's permanent!" 

Pistorius, who had both 
legs amputated below the 
knee when he was 11 months 
old because of a congenital 
condition that meant he was 
bom without fibulae - lower 


leg bones, failed to qualify 
for the 400m at the 2008 Bei¬ 
jing Olympics. 

He had been given the 
green light to attempt to qual¬ 
ify for the Beijing Games 
after the Court of Arbitration 
for Sport overturned a mling 
by the International Associa¬ 
tion of Athletics Federations 
that his blades gave him an 
unfair advantage. 

Every national federation 
can select three athletes for 
the world championships or 
Olympics, providing they 
meet the 'A' standard, with 
only one allowed if they only 
meet the 'B' standard. 

Before his outing on Tues¬ 
day, Pistorius was only ranked 
fourth among South African 
400m runners behind LJ van 
Zyl, Ofentse Mogawane and 
Lebogang Moeng. 

His new personal best of 
45.07sec, good enough for 
fifth at the Beijing Games and 
fourth at the Berlin worlds in 
2009, was 0.18 seconds inside 
the 'A' standard time. 

Pistorius will also com¬ 
pete at the London 2012 Par¬ 
alympics where he will look 
to retain his titles in the T44 
100, 200 and 400m.

I said before the game, 
though, it doesn't have a huge 
relevance over what will hap¬ 
pen in this Test and I still stand 
by that," Strauss said.

site.

I wish 
him great success in the future.” 

The 3 5-year-old added 
that he has not yet decided on 
a replacement as he continues 
his recovery from his injuries 
and has not made a decision 
on when to return to the PGA 
Tour. 

Woods missed the British 
Open at Sandwich last week 
with knee and Achilles in¬ 
juries having also missed the 
US Open last month.

Trailblazer Yao Ming retires 


SHANGHAI, July 20, 2011 
(AFP) - Basketball star Yao 
Ming announced his retire¬ 
ment on Wednesday after a 
trailblazing career that made 
him China’s best-known ath¬ 
lete and helped spur the 
game’s global growth. 

The towering 2.29m (7ft 
6in) star made the announce¬ 
ment, which had been widely 
expected, during a press con¬ 
ference in his home city of 
Shanghai after his last two 
seasons with the Houston 
Rockets were dogged by in¬ 
juries. 

Yao, 30, said he had 
’’waited and hoped that I 
could return” from a broken 
foot last year. 

”It was a frustrating period 
and many thoughts crossed 
my mind. Today I would like 
to announce my personal de¬ 
cision to formally retire as a 
basketball player,” he said. 

Yao added he planned to 
focus on his role as owner of 
the Shanghai Sharks, the 
team where he started his 
professional career and 
which he bought in 2009. 

The NBA All-Star, who 
has used his fame to confront 
Chinese taboos ranging from 
the treatment of people with 
HIV to boycotting shark fin 
soup, said he would also pro¬ 
mote philanthropy in China. 

In a choreographed news 
conference, Yao stayed com¬ 
posed as he stood at a cus¬ 
tom-made oversized podium 
and recalled receiving his 
first ball at age four and don¬ 
ning his father’s old number 
at 16 for the Shanghai 
Sharks. 

Yao then joined the Rock¬ 
ets as the first pick in the 
2002 NBA draft amid scepti¬ 
cism about whether the sig¬ 
nature product of China’s 
massive state sports system 
would ever earn the affection 
of the league’s fans. 

But he won over Ameri¬ 
cans and became an adored 
national icon in China 



through his strong play — 
when fit — and his grace and 
poise. He was not China’s 
first player in the NBA, but 
he was certainly the best- 
known. 

He exhibited that same 
grace during his retirement 
announcement, switching to 
English to offer a ’’special 
thanks” to the city of Hous¬ 
ton. 

”1 would like to thank you 
for giving me a great nine- 
year career,” he said. 

’’Nine years ago I came to 
Houston as a young, tall, 


skinny player and the entire 
city and team changed me 
into a grown man, not only a 
basketball player.” 

Although his size was his 
strength, the rigours of top¬ 
flight basketball proved too 
much for Yao’s massive 
frame and his career has been 
marked by lengthy absences 
from the court due to a suc¬ 
cession of mostly foot and 
leg injuries. 

Nonetheless, he was 
China’s first global sports su¬ 
perstar with a personal brand 
valued at more than $1 bil¬ 
lion. 

The eight-time NBA all- 
star routinely tops Forbes’ list 
of China’s most valuable 
celebrities and his interna¬ 
tional appeal has in the past 
led to endorsement deals with 
Nike, Pepsi, McDonald’s and 
China Telecom. 

But the brand he has done 
the most to promote is the 
NBA. China has become the 
league's biggest market out¬ 
side the US since he began 
playing with an estimated 
300 million fans.

LA PLATA (AFP) - Uruguay 
coach Oscar Tabarez said ex¬ 
perience and stability were

Tuesday's win over 
Peru — with both 
goals coming from 
Luis Suarez — was 
Uruguay's first at the Copa in 
28 years and Tabarez was de¬ 
lighted to have ended the run. 

"We had to draw on all our 
experience. The group have 
known each other a long 
time," said Tabarez, who has 
been in the job almost six

Ifl were Batista, I’d quit - Maradona 


BUENOS AIRES (AFP) - 
Diego Maradona said on 
Tuesday that were he Ar¬ 
gentina coach Sergio Batista 
he would quit following the 
side's early Copa America 
exit. 

The Argentine Football 
Association says it will keep 
Batista on as coach despite 
their quarter-final loss on 
penalties to Uruguay - he 
only succeeded Maradona 
after last summer's World 
Cup quarters loss to Ger¬ 
many. 


But Maradona says that 
decision is wrong-headed. 

"Ifl had only beaten Costa 
Rica, (Argentina's sole Copa 
success) I would have gone of 
my own accord," Maradona 
told Radio Belgrano. 

"What is happening right 
now is not the fault of the 
players. Julio Grondona is 
doing just what he likes," 
Maradona asserted, in allu¬ 
sion to the AFA president, 
with whom he was in regular 
conflict during his ill-fated 
stint as coach.

Midfielder Alvaro Pereira 
also warned that over-confi¬ 
dence could be as big a prob¬ 
lem as their opponents come 
the final. 

"This is an important win, 
but we must keep our feet on 
the ground," Pereira said. 

Peru's Uruguayan coach 
Sergio Markarian congratu¬ 
lated his compatriots. 

"We have to accept that it's 
the end of our adventure. But 
we go out with our heads 
held high. I was pleased with 
my team. We have shown we 
are competitive. 

"It hurts to lose but we 
must congratulate Uruguay."
